Power Genius XL Update 


Dear FlexRadio Customer, 


This notification is in regards to your pending order for the Power Genius XL amplifier. We deeply appreci- 
ate your patience as we have been working to address various issues impeding the delivery of your ampli- 
fier (and perhaps Tuner Genius) order. 


In our December PGXL update, we shared that we resumed shipping after our prolonged Alpha testing 
phase. Input from customers receiving those units was positive, so we cleared the stop ship order and ap- 
proved the factory to restart production. However, when the additional units were delivered from the fac- 
tory and were put through regular acceptance and quality tests, they did not meet technical specifica- 
tions. Those tests indicated the need to make several changes to the production line to ensure consis- 
tency of quality. We are currently working diligently to resolve these issues with our OEM partner. 


Our best estimate is that we will have up to three dozen amplifiers ready to ship within the coming month. 
Until all our production issues clear up, we are in the uncomfortable position of not being able to reliably 
estimate the time it takes build and perform acceptance tests on them. 


We wish we could be more optimistic, but our experience with this product has taught us that we need to 
be more cautious with our commitments to you. 


Regarding tuner genius, the plan is to have our OEM partner resume development of this product once 
Power Genius XL begins shipping at a consistent run rate. Once this occurs we will provide further up- 
dates.

The Current Stretch of Spotless Days 
By W3LPL, Frank Donovan 


We're now experiencing the longest stretch 
of spotless days since the sudden end of 
the last solar minimum when 32 spotless 
days occurred from July 31 to Aug 31, 
2009. The last time there were more than 
32 consecutive spotless days was when 42 
spotless days occurred from Sept 

13 to Oct 24, 1996. 


Because we haven't yet seen any strong or 
long lasting Cycle 25 sunspots, it's very 
likely that we've entered a long duration 
solar minimum similar to the 528 spotless 
days we experienced during 2009 and 
2010. We're likely to experience many 
more long stretches of spotless days be- 
fore we reach solar minimum possibly in 
2020. 


Nevertheless there is plenty of DX thanks 
to the low bands and FT8!
